Haverhill Street 
To Be Repaved 
In Late Spring 


Haverhill Street will survive snow 
plow season — and the snow plows 
will survive Haverhill Street — with- 
out too much difficulty, the Public 
Works director believes. 


DPW Director Robert McQuade 
recently reported that Haverhill 
Street will be repaved late next 
spring or early next summer. The 
trench in which new water mains 
were installed several months ago 
and a large assortment of potholes 
have already been paved, he pointed 
out. 

Drivers have been challenged by 
roller-coaster ups and downs on the 
busy roadway ever since work was 
completed under the street last fall. 
McQuade said the road was not re- 
paved last fall because he wanted to 


wait long enough for the trench to 
settle. 

The bumpiest part of the street 
stretches from the overhead railroad 
bridge to High Street, the director 
noted, and that section will be re- 
planed to flatten out the high spots 
before it is repaved. (The same prec- 
ess was used on Main Street last 
year.) The road is in fairly good con- 
dition from the bridge to Shawsheen 
Square, he said. 

McQuade said Haverhill Street 
will be maintained throughout the 
winter to prevent further deteriora- 
tion of the road surface 

Meanwhile, he added, snow plows 
should have no trouble negotiating 
the bumps all winter: Andover has 
plenty of streets that are “a lot 
bumpier,’’ he commented.

The Andover AF'S Chapter is seeking families 
to nost foreign students for the coming school 
year. Each visiting student is between the ages 
of 16 and 19 and lis es as a member of a family 
while attending classes at Andover High School. 
The Andover Chapter hopes to host two students 
this year. 

“The AFS program is extremely rewarding 
for the host family as well as beneficial to the 
student,’ says Chapter President Sue Wahr. 
“Families learn and grow together by adding a 
new member to the family.”’ 

A major quality desired in a host family is an 
openness to new ideas. Although many host fam- 
ilies have children. of high school age, families 
with young children or no children are eligible 
and encouraged to apply. 


Host families are not asked to make special 
expenditures for their AFS student, but they do 
pay food costs and incidental expenses which 
they would for any child. Host families may take 
a monthly tax deduction in accordance with pro- 
visions made by the U.S. Internal Revenue Serv- 
ice. AFS extends medical coverage to its 
students and issues a monthly allowance. 


Candidates who apply for a year stay in the 
U.S. are carefully screened through their own 
national offices and AFS International in New 
York City. Currently there are move than 3,000 
students from 54 nations living and studying in 
American communities across the country.

Exhibit Opens

‘A man may work from sun to sun, bu’ a 
woman’s work is never done.”’ It may not be 
considered ‘‘woman’s work’’ anymore, but the 
inevitable tasks of housekeeping are the subject 
of a new exhibit entitled ‘‘Never Done’’ which 
pens at the Andover Histerital Society on Sun- 
day Jan. 20 

Focusing on the Victorian era, the exhibit 
grew out of cataloging efforts in the Andover 
Historical Society’s barn collection. Most items 
on display date from the late 19th century when 
they represented the very latest in modern con- 
venience. 

The exhibit is organized around the six days of 
the week, Monday through Saturday, on which 
housework was performed. Implements from 
the society’s collection are displayed to illus- 
trate each task. 

Monday, wash day, includes items like a boil- 
er, tub, washboard and clothes racks for hang- 
ing clean, wet clothes and linens. Tuesday's 
labor is ironing so antique irons, hangers and 
ironing boards are shown. The other days of the 


week, excluding Sufiday, which was a day of 
rest, follow with chores like sewing and mend- 
ing, washing dishes, cleaning house and cooking 
and baking. 


Visitors may be amused to see household help- 
ers they remember very well, but which are now 
obsolete. The exhibit points out the rapidity of 
change and technological advances in our socie- 
ty. 


The public is invitéd to view “Never Done” 
and enjoy a slice of times past. The headquar- 
ters of the Andover Historical Society, the Amos 
Blanchard House, 97 Main St., near the Olde 
Andover Village shopping center, is open to the 
public Monday through Friday from 9 a.m. to 5 
p.m. Exhibits may be seen during the open 
hours and tours of the house are available on 
Wednesdays and Sundays from 2 p.m.to 4 p.m.

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Elm Street Subdivision Plan 
Presents Several Drawbacks 


By Sue Aucella Deacon 


Adding traffic to a hazardous roadway, 
building in a wetlands area, and compli- 
cating drainage problems for current 
residents are among the potential draw- 
backs to a subdivision proposed for a 7.8- 
acre Elm Street site, the Planning Board 
indicated last week. 

An overflow crowd of neighbors filled 
the board’s meeting room in town offices 
on Bartlet Street last Tuesday night, as 
the planners reviewed preliminary plans 
for ‘‘Dearborn Circle,” an 11-lot subdivi- 
sion proposed for an Elm Street parcel 
owned by Everett C. Dearborn of 175 
Summer St. and Lauren R. Dearborn of 
109 Elm St. 

The board was presented with a peti- 
tion opposing Dearborn Circle, signed by 
100 residents of Washington Avenue and 
Pine Street. The petitioners cited traffic 
and safety, storm drainage, and popula- 
tion density as their major reasons for 
opposing the planned development. 

Board members also expressed corr 


cern about those issues, particularly tra- 
ffic and drainage. 

According to engineer Eric Nitzsche of 
Robert E. Anderson, Inc., North Read- 
ing, who represented the Dearborns, the 
subdivision would total 12 lots, including 
the existing Dearborn residence at 109 
Elm St. 

Dearborn Circle would run off Elm, 
bounded by Washington Avenue on the 
west, Pine Street on the east, and Sum- 
mer Street to the rear. The new road 
would be sited between Cheever Circle 
and Johnson Road on the other side of 
Elm Street, the engineer said. 

The area is zoned Single Residence A, 
and each house lot would total at least 
15,000 square feet, Nitzsche said. He told 
the board he did not know the price 
range planned for the new houses, but 
said they would be marketed for ‘‘what- 
ever would sell in the town of Andover.”’ 

The new roadway — 40 feet wide, 1,150 
feet long and ending in a cul-de-sac 


would cross a wetlands area located rear 
the center of the parcel, the engineer ex- 
plained. Part of the wetlands would have 
to be filled to accommodate the road, he 
added. 

Drainage would be provided by cre- 
ating a detention pond on one of the 
house lots ‘‘to mitigate run-off from the 
site,’’ Nitzsche said. Drainage would 
back up onto the site only,”and not onto 
neighboring properties, he maintained, 
saying, ‘There will be no increased run- 
off from the site.” 

Nitzsche said water mafns would be 
tied in from Elm Street mains and loop- 
ed back onto Washington Avenue to 
serve the new subdivision. The site 
would be served by town sewer. 

The planners asked a number of ques- 
tions about drainage plans for the site, 
with Chairman Margaret Bradshaw not- 
ing that planning officials “don’t look fa- 
vorably on ponds.”’ 

Stephen Colyer of the Community De- 


velopment and Planning staff said he 
saw the proposed pond as a ‘“‘problem.”’ 
He added that the Public Works staff is 
“concerned”’ that the existing drainage 
pipes in the area might not be able to 
support the new development. “‘It’s a 
pretty shaky structure at best,’’ he told 
the board 

After an informal review, Colyer 
added, Conservation Commission staff- 
ers ‘‘questioned the necessity’ of cross- 
ing the wetlands — particularly at their 
widest point, as the engineer has pro- 
posed. 

Staffers also questioned the wisdom of 
“creating more congestion’ on Elm 
Street, Colyer said. According to Police 
Department statistics, 16 accidents hap- 
pened on a four-block stretch of Elm (be- 
tween Foster Circle and Burton Farm 
Drive) from 1982 to 1984, he reported 

That’s a pretty high rate,” the plan- 
ner said. ‘Elm Street is not your normal

Optimism And Heroes 


Andover this week can look optimistically at an 
apparent renewed interest in municipal govern- 
ment by its citizens as well as taking a moment to 
salute some heroes. 

The optimism stems from interest being shown 
in the annual town election. 

In recent years seats on municipal boards have 
gone virtually by default, there being either to- 
ken candidacies or no contest at all. 

This year, with the municipal election season 
just getting underway, there is interest being 
shown by a few persons, with mention of others 
possibly getting into the campaigns before the 
deadline for filing nomination papers later this 
month. 

Such activity is prompted, no doubt, by the fact 
that there will be vacancies on both the board of 
selectmen and school committee as one incum- 
bent on each board has indicated a decision not to 
seek re-election. 

But, the interest bodes well for the town. With 
competition for the seats available, voters can 
look forward to discussion of issues, the tradition- 
al coffee sessions in various sectors of the town, 
with the rgsultant election day decision benefit- 
ing the town. 

On similar note, as far as municipal govern- 
ment is concerned, the town meeting warrant 
this year presents an interesting agenda. 

There was fear that there well could be a lack 
of items with sufficient interest to command the 
voters’ attention. 

But, with close to 90 items submitted by town 
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officials and residents of the town, the Andover 
electorate now have a wide variety of items on 
which to make decisions beginning with the open- 
ing session, April 1. 

From an arena, to rezoning, to budgets, to 
street acceptances, and even to consideration of 
another submission of items of municipal interest 
by John Doyle, there will be something to capture 
the attention of all, which, like the election, 
should bring out the best in those who pride them- 
selves on dedication to community service. 

As for heroes, there is little doubt that the 
members of the Andover police department, who 
risked their lives to save a woman from the icy 
waters of Haggetts Pond last week, definitely fit 
that category. 

The woman had fallen through the ice some 
distance from shore while on a daily walk. 


Alerted to the possible tragedy, Andover police 
department members Det. Kevin Winters, Offi- 
cer Robert Cronin, Lt. Kevin Lynch, Officer 
Joseph Ouellette and Dog Officer Wayne Nader 
responded and inched their way out to save the 
woman’s life. 


While some may consider this type of activity 
to be a part of the duties accepted when one be- 
comes a member of the public safety depart- 
ment, we look upon it as heroic and daring when 
one considers putting his own life in jeopardy to 
save the life of another. 

Indeed, Andover can be proud of such public 
servants and thankful for their efforts.

Report 
To Andover

The people of Massachusetts elected a new 
Speaker of the House last week. Although it ap- 
peared to be a power struggle in the ‘‘club,”’ it 
was the voice of the people, echoed through their 
Representatives, that said, ‘‘we want change.” 
In district after district, Representatives were 
elected because they promised to support rules 
reform and George Keverian for Speaker. 

The election of a new Speaker and the dramat- 
ic changes in rules we are certain to adopt this 
week should remind citizens of their ultimate 
power to affect change in their government with 
a ballot. Very few people understand the details 
of rules and the inner workings of the Legis- 
lature. What people clearly understand, howev- 
er, is that process in public affairs is as 
important to Americans as results. Excluding a 
few well-paid lobbyists close to the Speaker, citi- 
zens want to win or lose their battles with full 
debate and votes. (Just ask my constituents who 
were interested in the bill to license mental 
health professionals.) Strong leadership is ad- 
mirable, but voters instinctively understand 
that too much power, whether used for good or 
for ill, eventually serves itself instead of them. 

The next few years on Beacon Hill will be fas- 
cinating and demanding. Representatives will 
have new powers and new responsibilities to 
make rules reform work for the people they rep- 
resent.

Selectmen Create Traffic, 
Parking Advisory Group 


Since traffic and parking seem to be continu- 
ing issues that the Board of Selectmen have 
been addressing in scattershot fashion, the 
board last week voted to create a new traffic 
and parking advisory committee. 

Selectman William Dalton last Monday night 
moved that the town manager appoint, with the 
selectmen’s approval, a five-member traffic 
and parking advisory committee. His colleagues 
unanimously supported that idea. 

Dalton said he was sorry that the town’s one- 
time Traffic and Parking Advisory Committee 
no longer existed (as he has said during a num- 
ber of previous discussions) because town offi- 
cials lack ‘‘an overall plan’ for addressing 
parking/traffic problems. 

“‘We’re going about it in bits and pieces,” 
selectman said. 

Last week’s vote was inspired by a discussion 
of parking problems in the Shawsheen Square 
area. Town Manager Kenneth Mahony asked the 
selectmen to consider changing the restrictions 
on a small parking lot located off North Main 
Street at the corner of Haverhill Street 

For many years, parking was allowed in that 
lot beginning at 8 a.m., the manager said. How- 
ever, approximately four years ago the select- 
men changed that hour to 7:30 a.m. — and the 
lot is now filled with cars left by Boston-bound 
bus commuters, he said 

Mahony asked the board to change the restric 
tion back to 8 a.m. — too late for most commut 
ers — so that the 25 or 30 spaces in the lot would 
be left for employees of the Andover Companies 
on North Main Street. 

‘“‘We’ve got to somehow take care of our busi- 
nesses,”’ the manager said, ‘‘and ease the (all- 
day parking) problem down there.”’ 

But Peter Wotjkun of Windsor Street told the

board that would only create new problems for 
other businesses and residents in the area, by 
forcing. more cars to park along already- 
crowded Poor Street. 

“You're not helping us out,” he said, ‘‘just 
that one business (the Andover Companies) 
You’re making it harder on us.”’ 

The selectmen did not act on the manager’s 
recommendation last week. 

Wotjkun also asked that two-hour parking be 
enforced on Poor Street; Mahony said he would 
seek state approval of that idea. 

Mahony noted that the Andover Companies 
has proposed “‘a good solution’’ to part of the 
parking problem: a new parking lot for 65 to 75 
cars, to be built on a parcel of town-owned land 
near the town soccer fields off Balmoral Street 

The lot would be built at no cost to the town, he 
said, to serve employees of the insurance com- 
pany only during the day; at night and on week- 
ends, it would be available for town use. (That 
proposal appears on the arnua! town meeting 
warrant for voter approval. ) 

Also last week, the selectmen voted in favor of 
adding a number of new stop signs at side 
streets that feed onto North Main Street.

An Arena, Rezoning, Conservation, 
John Doyle On Meeting Agenda 


By Susan Rand 


Town residents will see some old war- 
rant articles among the new as they pre- 
pare for the annual Town Meeting set for 
Monday, April 1 

The final number of articles to be con- 
sidered by voters was pared from the 
original 93 to 85 when Town Counsel Al- 
fred L. Daniels ruled seven articles ille- 
gal. (All seven “‘illegal” articles were 
submitted by John Doyle, 40 Reservation 
Road. See story on Doyle’s Town Meet- 
ing articles elsewhere this issue. ) 

Also withdrawn by selectmen Monday 
was an article to expand the municipal 
parking lot in Olde Andover Village. 
Town Manager Kenneth Mahony remov- 
ed an article requesting $300,000 to be 
split between the schools, for computers, 
and police and fire departments, for new 
communications equiptment. 

The Selectmen voted to insert a late 
Town Meeting article frém North And- 
over funeral home director John Caron 
to rezone Elm Street property so he can 
bring his business to town. The warrant 
was closed on Monday Jan. 7. Caron 
tried unsuccessfully to make a land 
change at last year’s Town Meeting. 

The Town Meeting agenda breaks 
down into, articles to rezone property, 
change some parcels to Conservation 
Commission-controlled land, fund work 
on the town’s streets and utilities, and 
accept streets where construction has 
been completed. There are also new pro- 
posals to set aside land for a hockey are- 
na, begin design plans for a new fire 
station and secure land for that building 
in Ballardvale. Voters will consider add- 
ing another session of the annual Town 
Meeting and tape recording the annual 
April meeting. 

There are 13 so-called ‘‘boilerplate” 
articles which annually confirm elected 
and appointed town officials, borrow 
money for town budgets and pay the bills 
as well as authorize town officials to en- 
ter into contracts and spend funds from 
the state for use on highways here. The 
warrant also includes eight proposed 
changes to the town’s zoning bylaws, one 
of which is a new parking bylaw for the 
town. 

Many of the Town Meeting warrant ar- 
ticles are explained below: 
¢ Voters will consider putting a hockey 
arena, to be built with $3 million from the 
Ristuccia family, on land behind the 
Dunn Gymnasium at Andover High 
School, off Shawsheen Road, or on prop- 
erty behind the Greater Lawrence Re- 
gional Vocational School, on River Road. 
¢ Two articles concern a new fire station 
in Ballardvale. One will authorize $35,000 
be spent to design plans and specifica- 
tions for the station and a community 
facility. The second will transfer land 
ajoining South School from control of the 
School Committee to the town for con 
struction of the new station and a com- 
munity center, to replace both on 
Andover Street in Ballardvale. Andover 
Fire Chief William Downs has been crit- 
ical of this plan, which, he says, he didn’t 
know would be before Town Meeting vot- 
ers 

Conservation Land Articles 
« Earl G. Efinger, 5 Iceland Road, and 
others wants to swap a portion of his land 
with another parcel, of almost the same 
size, with the town’s Conservation Com- 


mission. Both parcels abut Efinger’s 
property and town holdings at Hussey’s 
Pond, explained town Conservation Com- 
mission aide Virginia Hammond. 

* Donala J. Barber, 10 Brady Loop, and 
others, want the town Conservation Com- 
mission to take control of three parcels 
of land totakng 107 acres off Cross 
Street. 

¢ The Conservation Commission would 
purchase, for $16,500, or take by eminent 
domain, 6.5 acres of landlocked land 
owned by Robert A. LaRochelle and 7 
acres of land owned by Russell Doyle, 
purchases for a proposed $17,500, both of 
which are west of Rt. 93 and in the Hag- 
getts Pond Watershed, Hammond said. 
* More watershed land, in two parcels of 
38 and 20 acres, owned by John and Mary 
Boloian, is proposed for purchase by the 
Commission for $145,000. The property is 
west of Rt. 93 in the Fish Brook valley, 
said Hammond. 

¢ Town Meeting voters will consider 
turning over to the Conservation Com- 
mission two pieces of land the town 
owns, Hammond said. One, a 22 acre 
parcel, abuts the Shawsheen River and 
Foster Reservation. The other, which 
wasn’t submitted by the Commission but 
didn’t have carry a residents’ name will 
transfer approximately three acres on 
Lowell Street to the commission, said 


Hammond. 
* Michael W. Morris, 9 Abbot St., and 
others, will ask voters to allow an ease- 
ment for a water line to go through prop- 
erty now under the direction of the 
Conservation Commission. Hammond 
said the property is on the Andover- 
North Andover line and near a tributary 
to the Skunk River. 

Rezoning Acticles 
¢ Marion S. Colgate, 12 Bartlet St., and 
others, will ask voters to rezone her 11,- 
934. square foot parcel of land, which she 
said, is surrounded by Genera! Business 
property. 
¢ Philip A. Nardone, 3 Will-O-Way, and 
others, want to rezone 8.35 acres of land 
on Lowell Street fram Single Residence 
C to General Business. Andover’s Princi- 


» pal Planner Nancy Jeton said the prop- 


erty is across from Raytheon. 

¢ Attorney Richard G. Asoian, 29 Bate- 
son Drive, and others hope to rezone be- 
tween ten and 12 acres of Industrial D 
land on River Road to Shopping Center 
District property so developers Irving 
Winn and Joseph Hoffman can build a 
complex of offices and stores there, 
Asoian told THE TOWNSMAN. The re- 
zoning proposal includes lots designated 
as two through seven, land which Asoian 
said is across from Digital property and 
where a branch of the Andover Savings 
Bank will soon be constructed. But, 
added the attorney, he will withdraw the 
article if all the residents with whom he 
is negotiation for the zoning change don’t 
approve the plan. 

¢ Asoian also is hoping to rezone the 
Knights of Columbus property on’ Front- 
age Road from Single Residence C to In- 
dustrial A. This same article was 
withdrawn at last year’s Town Meeting 
when abutters threatened to speak 
against the rezoning. Asoian is rep 
resenting the Charter Development 
Corp., who last April bought a one-year 
option on the property. He said his cli- 


ents want to build an office and research 
and development building on the 6.7 acre 
site. The attorney said he is expecting 
controversy on this rezoning article. 
¢ Daniel N. Morin, 72 Park St., will ask 
voters to rezone his one-half acre parcel 
from Single Residence A to General 
Business. Morin said the change ‘“‘makes 
a lot of sense,”’ as his is the last home on 
the street that is still a residential prop- 
erty. 
* Peter Wojtkun, 1 Windsor St., wants to 
keep James Barenboim’s 27 unit condo- 
minium development off the 12.5 acres 
site near his home. Wojtkun is peti- 
tioning voters to change the Apartment 
zoned land back to Single Residence A 
property. Last year’s Town Meeting 
changed the property from SRA to 
Apartment zoning. He would rather see a 
developer put single family homes on the 
site than a condo complex, said Wojtkun, 
who has canvassed his neighborhood for 
signatures to support his article. ‘“There 
wasn’t one house where people didn’t 
sign,’’ he told THE TOWNSMAN. 
* Developer Yvon Cormier will ask vot- 
ers to rezone two parcels of land from 
Single Residence C to Industrial A. Both 
parcels are on land on the north side of 
Lowell Street. 
¢ Clifford J. Howe, 211 Chestnut St., and 
others, want to rezone Howe property at 
4 Punchard Avenue from Single Resi- 
dence A to General Business. The insur- 
ance broker told THE TOWHSMAN he 
had no immediate plans for the lot, the 
size of which he said he didn’t know. 
Miscellaneous Articles 
* Edward J. Morrissey, 189A Andover 
St., and others, will ask voters to raise 
$5,000 for the 1985 Memorial Day parade, 
in addition to town appropriated monies. 
Morrissey told THE TOWNSMAN he 
wanted to bring back the ‘‘wonderful pa- 
rades’’ Andover used to have, which, he 
said, probably means hiring bands to 
come to town. 
¢ Richard J. Bowen, 12 Bannister Road, 
and others, want to officially designate 
the Ballardvale Green as park land. The 
former Town Manager and Selectman 
told THE TOWNSMAN the one acre par- 
cel is Ballardvale’s ‘“‘humble equivalent” 
to the park off Bartlet Street. Formaliz- 
ing its use as a park, he said, would pre- 
serve it forever. 
¢ Bowen is also asking voters to consider 
holding an annual special town meeting 
on the first Monday in October each 
year, something, he said, Andover used 
to do up until 1977. An October meeting 
would relieve some of the pressure that 
develops when town officials brace them- 
selves for the annual April meeting, said 
Bowen. In addition Bowen said town offi- 
cials expect to accomplish too much at 
the April meeting. 
¢ John Doyle, 40 Reservation Road, and 
others, want the town to appropriate $400 
to tape record the annual Town Meeting 
and make tianscriptions available for 
townspeople to purchase at a nominal 
price. 
¢ Doyle also has an article to raise the 
quorum at Town Meeting from the 176 
registered voters needed to conduct busi- 
ness to a number to be set by the voters. 
And he wants the meeting to run on a 
documented set of rules and has sug- 
gested adopting Robert’s Rules of Order 


for Town Meeting proceedures. He also 
has an article proposing that a document 
notifying voters of the Town Meeting 
agenda be sent to each home, as the Fi- 
nance Committee report is now distrib- 
uted but Doyle wants the report devoid of 
editorial comment or what he calls the 
“propaganda” it now carries. 
¢ An article, submitted by the town, 
would create a parking area on the east 
side of the Shawsheen River, off Balmo- 
ral Street, which would be leased to the 
Andover Companies Monday through 
Friday, from 8 a.m. to 5 p.m., excepting 
holidays. The cost of construction of the 
lot would be the responsibility of the 
Andover Companies. he 
¢ A $1 million article would pay for im- 
provements on River Road, based on the 
findings of traffic studies in that area. 
Planner Jeton said the work would in- 
clude installation of three traffic lights, 
alignment of River and Old River Roads, 
and widening of the road to make turning 
lanes. 
Maintenance and Town Improvement 
Articles 
* Voters will be asked to transfer $75,000 
from the town’s available funds account 
to pay for the installation of new street 
lights in the Historic District of 
Shawsheen to replace the lights designed 
and installed by the American Woolen 


Company. 

* Another town article will ask voters to 
raise, transfer or borrow some $1.5 mil- 
lion to repair and replace sewer infiltra- 
tion/inflow pipes and manholes. The 
article specifies that no more than $500,- 
000 may be use for the designs and plans 
for the work. 

¢ Surface water drainage construction 
work will cost $100,000, to be raised or 
transfered, in another town article. 

¢ One million dollars worth of work on 
new water mains in a town article in- 
cludes 5,400 feet of pipe on Greenwood 
Road from High Plain Road to North 
Street; 2,000 feet on Lowell Street from 
the water treatment plant to Haggetts 
Pond Road; and either 5,500 feet of new 
water main on Lowell Street, from the 
treatment plant to Greenwood Road, or 
cleaning and cementing the existing line 
in the same location. 

* A $13.5 million expansion of the Hag- 
getts Pond water treatment plant will als 
be considered by Town Meeting voters. 
The town proposes to raise, transfer or 
borrow funds for the work. 

* Construction of a new 3 million gallon 
water storage tank and refurbishing the 
existing tank on Wood Hill, at a cost of 
$1.8 million, is another town-submitted 
article. 

¢ The Board of Selectmen will ask voters 
to approve the transfer of School Com- 
mittee controlled land at the southern 
end of Lovely Field, adjacent to Andover 
High School so an approximately 4,000 
square foot municipal maintenance 
buildingmay be built there to house the 
town’s plumbing, electrical and carpen- 
try shops. The article stipulates that the 
building will not be used to repair main- 
tenance vehicles. 

¢ A town article will ask for $200,000 to 
lay a sewer line on Lowell Street to serv- 
ice lots between Canterbury Street and

I’m serious 
about the whole thing, very serious.”’

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Absentee Policy Discussed 


The School Committee learned about the absentee policies in each of the 
town’s eight public schools at their meeting on Tuesday, Jan. 8. 

The question of whether schools should make sure students who are not in 
their classes are at home — and not in danger elsewhere — was first raised in a 
letter to the editor in the Dec. 13 issue of THE TOWNSMAN by George S. 
Moran, 20 Brookfield St., who urged the town-wide adoption of a system he 
helped create at the Bancroft School last year. 

Later, at the board’s Dec. 18 meeting committee member Robert F. Smith 
told school administrators he would like information on the absentee policies in 
all of the schools. 

All the elementary schools and the early childhood center at Shawsheen 
School have morning check-in procedures similiar to the Bancroft system, said 
Lois Haslam, assistant superintendent for elementary education. At Bancroft 
sixth graders staff the telephones from 8:15 to 8:45 a.m., to take calls from 
parents whose children are home ill. If a call is not received from home and a

child is missing from school the school nurse calls the home later in the morn- 
ing. The Bancroft method is a way to give officials a jump on the time a child 
may be missing if the home isn’t checked in the morning. 

Haslam said that at Shawsheen, West and Sanborn schools the morning rou- 
tines parallel Bancroft’s system while at the South School the parent-teacher 
organization there has given the school a telephone answering machine to take 
the morning calls from parents about their absent children. 

In the secondary schools not all absent students’ homes are called, said Leslie 
G. Loomis, assistant superintendent for secondary affairs. The school nurse 
calls the homes of students out for two or three days or the homes of suspected 
truants. And a random 10 percent of the absent students’ homes are called 
on.” said, at Doherty and West Junior High Schools and Andover High 
Se 


After hearing from the assistant superintendents, Smith concluded there are 
two distinct problems with absent students — truancy at the secondary level 
and safety for elementary and kindergarten students.

board seeking the Class III license. Townsend 
owns and operates Andover Auto Body at 2 
Gradall Lane, which is located off the foot of 
Essex Street near Shawsheen Road. 

lownsend said he did not want to start a sal- 
vage yard, but was only interested in buying, 
repairing and selling junk cars to keep his em- 
ployees busy during slow periods 

Town Elden Salter explained that a 
Ylass II license basically allows a dealer to 
buy, re-assemble and sell junk cars. 

However, he added, under state law the Class 
II license would allow a dealer to run an auto- 
junkyard, and the selectmen could not 
restrict the license against that use. It would be 
the first such license issued in Andover, Salter 
Sald 

Town Manager Kenneth Mahony said he op- 
posed the license despite Townsend’s current 
plans not to start an auto junkyard, because 
“the license does permit and times do change. 
The town has never had a scrap license in effect. 
I can’t see that the precedent would be anything
